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Any are the vigorous Oppolers of 
che > Union of both 
Kingdoms ; I call it approaching, 

becauſc I hope yet, that all theſe Oppoſers 
ſhall not be able to do themſelves fo 
much Miſchief, even as they themſelves 
ſeem to wiſh. ; 

1 amenquiring, why the two Churches 
of either Nation are ſuppos'd not to be 
able to ſubſiſt under one Government ? 
A malicious and ill-grounded Suggeftion 
back'd with no Proofs, ſupported with no 
!ubftantial Allegations, or the leaft Exam- 
ple ia Hiftory- 1 hinted before, how the 
Proteſtant and Popiſh Churches abroad ſub- 
lift together in ſeveral Governments, and 


think 1 brought a juſt Parallel cf the two 


diff-ring Natiooal Eftabliſhtents of this 
INznd, yet ſubliſting under one Soveraign. 


I am now ſhowing, how the Civil or Po- 
litick Intereſt of thele Churches call for this 
Union 3 And how naturally they incline 
both Parties to wiſh for it, and ſincerely to 
ſet about it. 

The reſpeQive Churches of England and 
Scotland, however differing in their reſpe- 
aive Diſcipline, Modes of Worſhip, and 
Church-Government, nay ſuppoſe cheir 
Differences were really greater than 
are, are neyertheleſs BOTH PROTE- 
STANT, built upon the ſame Reformation 
from Popery, nearly related asto the man- 
ner of their bringing it to paſs, and nota 
little aſiftant to one another in that Re- 
formation, They unitedſia th: Conſequence 
of jt to reduce Popery, baniſh the Remy 

t Ab-, 
(| 


Tyranny, and ſuppreſs che Bigottry 0 
bies and Mocafteries. 


I do not examine here, whether of theſe 
two Churches made the fartheft Step in the 
Work, nor refle&t upon any that haye come 
under voluntary Engagements to advance 
to farther ; theſe are to themſelves, and 
relate nothing to the Union it ſel?, 

But as they reform'd together, they have 
ever ſince been embark'd agaiaft the ſame 
Enemies, both abroad and athomez Ene- 
mies too powerful to be dceſpis'd; and con- 
ſidering the Advantages they have gain'd 
upon them, *cis next to a Miracle, that 
both of them have not been ſubyerted long 
ago. | 
TO ncmales that, not againſt this or that 
Church, are more or leſs inveterate, as they 
are more or leſs refurm'd, but as they are 
reform'd at all The generalDeſerting 
the Romiſy Church has been the Foundation 
of general Enmicty to them both; and con- 
fidering the unhappy Steps both lides have 
taken towards their own Deftruftion, *tis 
more than miraculous, that thry are yet 
preſerv'd Acd indeed I muſt own, 
*tis true of both theſe Nations, they muſt be 
ſav'd againft their Wills, and yet cannot be 
ruin'd bnt by their own Conſeat, How this 
Paradox is reconcil'd, wants very little 
Deſcription, and 1 canaot ſpend time abcut 
It ; *tiseafie to the Underſtanding, the thing 
is too plain, the People of both Nation: are 
too bliad to their own Intereft, and their 


Governours are too often oblig'd to [ce fer 


them 3 if the Governour is ſo happy to ſee 
the true Way of their F-lici:y, they are 
happy, if not, undone z and if ever they ſee 
again, 'ctis £00 late tov remedy it but by 
Force. 

Tho? this is an unhappy Truth, I pre- 
tend to make it out tobe a Truth ; tho” at 
this time tis necdlefs to deſcend to it 
My preſent Argument lies on the great 
Debace abvut the Church of Englzad, ail 
the Church of Scotland having one general 
Intereſt, Let thcir ſeparate Jater:Ns be 
what they will ; Let Parti-s 91h at, and 
propoſe what they willz 'T:5 p.ain, their 
national, th-ir geueral Intercft 3s the fame; 
they bare the ſan Jatereſt as Proteſtants, 
and the ſame Eneintes 3 they hav- ihe fame 
lacereft as the gentral Subjetts of Zrtrziy, 
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and theic Pcoſperity depends upon the ſame 
Foundation, Viz. The Liberties and Safety 
of Britain. 

Now, if any Gentlemen pleaſe to argue 
the ſeparate Intereft of the reſpe&ive 
Churches of Enzlind and Scotland, and 
that therefore they muſt not unite; 1 would 
plit this general Intereft in the Way as a 
general Anſwer—— They are bzund to 
unite, to ſupport their univerſal Intereſt 
as Proteſtints- And let me obſerve 
to you, Gentiemen, here, how generally 
this Truth happensto be made good, when» 
ever you come on either hand to any 
Diftreſs, 

When in the Afﬀair of the late King 
James, what was ic was the general Suh- 
j-Q of the Church of E»gl.-74 Preaching, 
but Peace, Charity, forgetting Injuries, 
aad an univerſal giving up our ſelves to do 
good to one another Laying ande the 
perſonal and private Grudg-s, and Remem- 
brance of tormer Unkindneiſes, that, by 
Sta:e-Policy, had been puſh'd upon both 
Partics, and all the rines of brotherly 
Kindneſs were preach'd up, that were poſ- 
ſible to be thought of, 

How theſe Gentlemen have been pleas'd 
to forget theſe things fince, is not my pre- 
ſent Buſineſs to diſcover 3 I chaſe to cloſe 
them up with a Covering of Charity. We 
are now upon Union, end I am enquiring 
now, .why the Interetts of boch Partics may 
not be 10 reconcil'd, as that the two Church- 
es may entirely incorporate in their Civil 
Interefts, ard not at all encroach upon one 
anuther in Reſpett toth*ir Eccleſiaftick, 

| contzſs, the Allegations, with Reſp 
to the Security of the Church on both tides, 
are very ſpecious, and th2 Jealouhfhes form'd 
from them, ſeem tv me arm'd with won- 
dertal Arguments 3 ſuch as their inferiour 
Power tothe Engliſh,and their bring ſmaller 
1n Repreteatative,and aburdance {uch Pre- 
t=nczs, adranc'd by thoſe that are not ſeei- 
ing good Terms for the Scots up:m a Union, 
bur r-aily to have no Union at 2il ; and for 
this Realon, 1 (hall firft endeavour toclear 
up the Sitery and Security to the Church of 
Scotland, as what is immediately betore us; 
ard in theConfrquence of the thing, the 
Church 


Church of Englund will find, I hall do ber 
that Jufticez that her Security and that of 
Scotland ſhall go upon the ſame Foot, and 
therein th: Juftice and Honour of the U- 
nion ſhall be dzmonftrated 3; that there is 
mutual Szcurity provided, mutual Proviſion 
made, and mutual Care taken of one 
Church as well as anoth-r, and the weak 
Surmiſes of Parties muſt dic in this Caſe. 
Nu Man in England can tell me one thing, 
in which th= Security of England is pro- 
vided for; but I'll tell him, that in the 
fame Proviion, thee Church of Scotland is 
equally ſecur'd, Nu Man caq tell me, 
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where the Security of the Kirk of SLorland 
is provided for z but I'll rell him, thac the 
ſame Provifion is made for the Church of 
England, where the Circun(ftances bave 
the leaft Agreement 

And in this, the Beauty of the Union 
conſifts ; in this the Honour of the Treat- 
ers on both tidzs, however ill treated in 
Print, as well as in the Streets, is to be 
ſeen ; that they treated with all the Honour, 
Charity, Caution endPrudence imaginable, 
in brioging all things to Equalities, which 
in _ is the Foundation of all Juſtice in 
the World.
